"Let  Us  Read  Our  Bible  Honestly." 

The  above  quotation  is  token  from  atl  edi- 
torial in  a certain  Presbyterian  publication. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  ’ Presbyterians  will 
heed  the  above  request.  iBut  suppose  they 
should  all  begin  to  read  tbgir  Bibles  carefully, 
with  a view  to  knowing  add  doing  just  what 
it  says,  what  would  becottje  of  Presbyterian- 
ism? Of  course,  pouring  fi>r  baptism,  and  in- 
fant baptisin',  as  well  a^  some  other  things 
would  have  to  be  given  top,  for  these  find 
thur  authority,  not  in  thg  Bible,  but  in  the 
dictum  of  Presbyterian  eccfesiasticism. 

Presbyterianism,  like  mjany  olher  religious 
systems,  was  wrought  out? by  man,  and  hence 
does  not  fit  the  Bible.  Therefore,  to  accept 
the  one,  is  iu  fhe  greater  jpart,  to  reject  the 
other.  The  carpenter  who  goes  to  his  shop 
and  saws  at  random  a p ede  of  plank,  expect- 
ing it  to  fit  a pla-e  inla  building,  without 
having  taken  the  exact  dimensions,  need  not 
lie  suprised  if  it 1 should  npt  fit.  A religious 
system  to  fit  the  Scriptures  rau-t  grow  out  of 
them..  Hence  the  lack  of  harmony  between 
many  false  systems  and  tlje  Word  of  God. 

We  need  more  honest  raiding  of  the  Bible. 

- I believe  that  most  people  who  can  read  for 
tlietnse.ves,  know  as  inucsi  abput  the  Bible  as 
they  want  to,know;  ■ Ma^y  who  are  capable 
of  reading,  atod  drawing  conclusions  for  them- 
selves, are  wi  ling  that  eJhers  shall  read  and 
inteipret  the  Scriptures  far  them. 

There  is  a s’ory  that  a jeertain  member  of 
the  English  clergy  when  isked  what  he  be- 
llbve  1 concerning  a certain  matter,  said:  “I- 
believe  as  Bishop  A.  tfces.”  “Well,  what 
does  Bishop  A.  believe  ?’1  "I  don’t  know,  you 
can  ask  him.” 

The  child,  too  often,  Believes  just  as  the 
parent  does,  without  tryiig  to  know  for  him- 
self whether  the  pareutjs  views  are  right. 
Many  church  rae-mbe.s  accept  without  ques- 
tioning the  correctness  of s it,  almost  any  state- 
ment the  preacher  may  make.  Such  a course 
is  fatal  and  displeasing  tej  God. 

Each  one  ijs  personally  t responsible  to  God 
for  his  knowledge  of  Goa’s  word.  Each  one 
should  know  for  himself, jsince  he  is  to  an- 
swer for  himself  to  God,  ftnd  not  for  another. 

We  ueed  more  unbiased  and  honest  reading 
of  the  Bible.  One’s  fni«h  can  never  lie  so 
strong  while  ptrsoualljJ  ignorant  of  God’s 
word.  He  does  not  know  what  God  requires 
of  him  and  can  never  bejso  good  and  faithful 
a servant  as -if  he  knewl  his  Master's  will. 
Why  not  require  the  chilllren  to  first  read  the 
Bible  instead  of  the  catechism  ? Why  have 
the  catechism  at  all  ? Is  $he  Bible  not  good 
enough  and  plain  enou^lji  even  for  the  child? 
The  children  and  common-  people  understood 
Jesus,  and  the  preaching! of  the  apostles  then, 
and  are  our  children  jess  intelligent  than 
they?  It  would  be  a fatal  thing,  indeed,  for 
Presbyterianism  if  the  hbove  request  should 
be  literally  carried  out,  Hut  a blessing  to  those 
who  thus  read.  j **.

While  practically  wingless  and 
collecting  t*  gather  in  helpless  multitudes,  it 
t.mpted  man  by  the  food  quality  of  both  flesh 
and  eggs,  and  the  continuance  pf  the  race  de- 
pended upon  a single  egg  a yeir  laid  by  each 
female.  Extinction , howevef,  1 was  gradual.' 
Boatloads  of  the  eggs  were  collected  more 
than  four  centuries  ago  in  Iceland  and  the 
neighboring  island,  and  the  ruthless  destruc- 
tion of  eggs  artd  birds  was  continued  irregu- 
larly by  sailors  until,  in  1830,  the  sinking  of 
a volcanic  islftn  1 buried  in  t^e  see  the  last 
important  bretding  place  of  the  auks,  and 
the  few  survivors  were  left  oni  the  small  El- 
derly Islind.  Hvrp,  on  June'3,  1844,  three 
sailors  captured  two  specimens,  the  last  of 
their  kind,  which  were  strangled  and  sold  for

That  was  two  generations  ago,  but  even  in 
this  day  itjs  effects  are  seemingly  visible  with 
good  people  in  regard  to, newspaper  debts, 
though  they  may  have  been  benefited  there- 
by . Baptists  ought  to  keep  their  skirts. clear 
of  anything  like  refusing  jo  adjust  such  claims; 
yet  by  thjeir  omission  or  neglect  laborious 
and  sacrificing  brethren  liave  been  made  to 
suffer  in  the  past.  Brethren,  see  to  it  that 
it  is  only  ^‘in  the  past.”  - ; 

It  was  in  the  ’3o’s,  I think,  that  the  Baptiit 
huminary  was  published  the  first  denomina- 
tional periodical  printedjin  the  State.  In  a 
little  while  its  light  wenjt  out  and  its  list  emi- 
grated to  old  Kentucky.  Another  enterprise 
was  started  in  the  late  140's,  I believe,  and 
still  another,  or  a continuation,  in  the  'so’i 
The  civil  war  broke  up  the  latter.  Among 
the  editors  were:  Wra.  H.  Taylor,  Jno 
Freeman  and  Aaron  Jokes.  Bro.  Freeman  is 
still  living  at  a ripe  old  age  in  Oktibbeha 
county.  Bro.  J.  B.  Hatnbtrlin  made  a move- 
ment soon  after  the  surrender,  and  in  i8pjo 
Bro.  Theo.  Wlii  field  edited  the  Uaptisi  /W- 
grim , in  Meridian  for  a short  while.
